He forth
fn plaln terms the diticulties W be ex-
pected by all these his
Conuase nud become his disciples, Te
forwarned them that it woulkl me
the tanking up of n cross and the bedr-
fng of it in his footsteps In the nar-
row way of self sacritice. He warned
these, saying, “Marvel not, If the
world himte you, Ye kpow that it hated
me before It hated you. If ye were of .
the world, the world would love his
own: but beenuse ye are not of the
world, but 1 have chosen you out of
the world, therefore the world bateth
you" (1 Johuo Il 13; Jobhn xv, 18, 1.

Instead of trylng to produce an ex-
eltement which wonld over-balance the
Judgment of his hearers and lead them
to profess what they subsequently
would not be pable or willing to prac-
tice, the Great Tepchepr, on the con-
trary, sald to those conrtempluting dis-
clpleship, “*Sit down trst and count the
cost.” Instead of attempting to sway
the multitudes, our Lord took a dif-
ferent course and attempied to mnke
disciples of only a specinl clnss—not
toe poor, not the rich, vot the learned,
not the Ignorant, but, frrespective of
these cluss lines and distlpetlons, bis
call was to all those who loved right-
eousness nud hatea Inlguity. All those
who were weary and beavy-luden, op-
pressed by sin and its peuvalty to them-
pelves and  their  friends—these be
ealled to earn of him and find rest of
soul

Thenceforth that class, baving been
brought in touch with the Redeemer,
cenn ke  further  progress  only
dhrough falth lo bim apd submission
to his guldance Into all 'Uruth and ioto |
fellowship with the Father. ‘T'he class
thus intuenced we betieve to be smull
ay compured to humanity as n whole—
ounly thut portion which in honesty of
heurt  deplores and  lougs for
righteousuess and fellowship with God,
These, ke the rewmninder of the race,
are by uature fallen, hmperfect, sinful,
condemned, but In these still persists
gome truce of the lmage of God, o
the perfection of which futher Adam
was crented. 1t ds this trace or stradn
of the Divine character represented
by consclence and faith which leads
them to recognize their fallen und sin-
ful condition, us compured with the
Divine stundurd of perfection, and this
becomes the basis of their calling or
drawing o2 God, their “ear,” “He that
hath s ear, let him hear” (Revelation
i, 7. 1t will be observes] that we are
pot specinlly blaming or condemning
those who bave not the hearing ear.
On the contrury we remember the
graclous words of Seripture, that in

The reference of this prayer
I8 to the Milleunial relgu or govern
ment of Christ, which St. Paul de
clares will begin at the Second Com
ing of our Lord, and contivue antil he
ghall bave put down all insubording
tion, all sin, evervthing courrury to
Divine chnracter pud Law It will be
the Kingdom of God which will sub
due all things, 1t will be the Kingdom
of God amongst wen perfected when
all things shall have su b ued
Aud when Christ's wedintorinl King
dom shall be, at the end of the Ml
fenniom, delivered back to God, even
the Father, God's Kingdom will have
fully come In the earth. God's will
then will be possible of accomplish
ment by men, because all will bave
reached perfection; and Christ’'s media
torial Kingdom will end because It will
be no longer necessary. It will have
accomplished the great purpose for
which it was intended.

God bates. It is a foe to righteous-
ness in general and leads captive
many into sin. When we read that
God shows his favor (o the humble,
we may be sure that the favor of
Jolpt-heirship with the Redeemer 18
for the bumble alone., With what
carefulness this sbhould lead us to
search our hearts and put away everys-
thing o the pature of pride, self-con-
celt, Love s the fullilling of the Law,
Love is the Law of the New Creatlon;
and pride is a foe to love, It is related
to seltishness, which s n deep seated
foe of every grace of the holy Spirit.
The Lord wishes us to see that the
Heavenly Father is not wmerely calling
for those who have generally good in-
tentions and who would rather do
vight than do wrong. We may rejoice
with such that they are better than
their neighbors, but they are not fit for
the Kingdom of God, unless their love
for righteousness, for Truth, for the
will of God, be so firmly established
that they are ready and willing to “en-
dure hardness as good soldiers of Jesus
Christ™ and to “tight a good tight” to
the end of the course, laying bold upon
eterunl life and glory and lmmortali-
ty. One of God's objects [n permit-
ting the world and the flesh and the
Adversary to bave the power which
they now possess to counternct and to
fight aganinst our good intentions and
good resolutions is explained in the
Seriptures.  We read “The Lord your
God proveth you, to know whether
ye love the Lord your God with all
your heart and with ali your soul”
(Deuteronomy xiii, 3, If love of sin
or love of self or love of nny earthly
thing can overbalauce our love to the
Lord and to his Lruth and his people,
we ire not worthy of a place in the
Kingdom—not #t for the Kingdom.
Not werely good professions, but faith-
fulpess unto death, fixity or charnce
ter, are required of the Lord of such

An Abundant Entrance.

Haviog noticed that lack of love,
lnck of zeal. luck of constancy, lack of
devotion would untit for the Kingdom,
tet ns notice some of the characteris-
tics pecessary to n piace in the King-
dom—sowe of the qualities, therefore,
which we must each cultivate in our
own henrts, which we must ench de-
velop in his own character.

STOVAINE IN A HARD TEST.

The First Operation Above the Heart
Performed by Jonnesco.

New York, Deec. 11,—A decisive test
of the claims made by Dr. Thomas
Jonnesco of Roumania, for the effi-
cacy of the combination anaesthetlc
of stovaine and strychnine, which
causes temporary paralysis in different
parts of the body when injected into
the spine, wag given at the New York
Pogternduatea hospital, A man suffer-
ing from heart disease and epilepsy
was successfully operated on for a
tumor of the skull. Although urged
by his secretary, Prince (i, Sutzo, not
to take the risk incident to the opera-
tion, Dr. Jonnesco, after dellberate
consideration, told Dr. Robert T. Mor-
ris, who performed the surgical opera-
tion, to proceed.

“It was one of the severest tests
that could have been given Doctor
Jonnesco's claim,” Doctor Morris said
after the tumor was removed and the
only ill effects were on the respira-
tory centers, but that condition soon
wore off and the patient, so far as
the operation is concerned, will re-
cover,”

Doctor Jonnegco stood close to the
operating table and wore a slightly
worried look when the patlent tried to
strugele from the table when Doctor
Morris was chiseling a hole through
the first plate of the skull at the
upper part of the forehead. The man
was the only one of four patients
operated on who caused any troubie,
and at one time it required six doe-
tore and nurges to hold him. Doctor
Morris at first expressed the opinion
that the patient was displaylng signs
of epilepsy, but as the operation pro-
gressed he discovered the true cause,
which was that the lungs had been
affected,

The man was about 33 years of age
and a foreigner. It appeared for a
time as if the annesthetic might have
a fatal effect, but before the wound
was sewed up the patient had become
quiet, More than one hundred noted
physiclans and medical students gath-
ered at the hosplital to witness the
demonstration by Doctor Jonnesco.

It was known that he would for the
first time in America, attempt an
operation at a point situated above a
man's heart. The previous operations
were at points below the heart.
